Drury Says He Will Favorably 
Consider Matter if League 
Choose Two Districts. 


TORONTO, Dec. 28.—Premier F. C. 
Drury informed a deputation of mem-

Juricial Commission to Conduct 
Inquiry, Will Hold Meeting 
Here Jan, 5th 


The Financial Post of Toronto says: 
The judicial commission appointed by 
th- Alberta government to inquire in- 
to the affairs of the municipalities of 
that province which have defaulted 
their obligations, will hold its Initial 
meeting in Edmonton on January 6.

The bondholders have already pre- 
pared me...orandum to be placed be- 
fore the commiss.on, suggesting cer- 
tain measures to be taken in the case 
of Wetaskiwin, The draft of the 
tlatement Wag approved at a meeting 
held in Toronto this week. The prin- 
cipal recommendations made by the 
bondholders are as follows: 

That takes on improvements be 
increased to 65 "er cent. or 65 per 
cent. of their value, and that a 
petition be presented to the legis- 
lature to amend the charter of the 
town so as to enable it to assess 
improvements Up to 75 per cent, of 
their value. 

That the business assessment is 
increased. 

That the public utilities be put 
upon a paying basjs; that Is, that 
the rates charged for services be 
increased sufficiently to meet not 
only operat ng charges, but interest 
and other charges.

GRAVE ECONOMIC 
POSITION OF LARGE 
PORTION OF EUROPE 


Speech from Throne Expresses 
Concern of Financial Affairs 
in Europe 


LONDON, Dec. 23.—In addressing 
the lords, as well as the members of 
the commons, the speech from the 
concern over the 
position of a large 
part-of Europe. In the task of res- 
toring credit and giving industry a 
new start there was one of the first 
conditions of a settled peace. The 
task, however, was too large for any 
nation to undertake unaided. 

“I was enabled by the liberality of 
parliament,’ the speech continued, ‘‘to 
place a large sum at the disposal of 
the supreme economic council for the 
relief of immediate neceasities, but 
that sum {fs nearly exhausted, and fur- 
ther measures of relief can only be 
undertaken as the result of joint ac- 
tion by all the nations interested in the 
restoration of international commerce, 
My government would gladly co-ope- 
rate with the governments of other 
countries to this end, if a suitable plan 
can be devised, 

“Great progress was made last year 
with the gigantic task of demobllizing 
the navy, the army and the air force, 
impeded as it had been by the uncer- 
tainties of the situation in large parts 
of Europe, 

“The continued high cost of living, 
with all its evil consequences, has 
caused distress throughout the world, 
although it is lower in the British 
Isles than elsewhere. The problem of 
reducing it received your constant con-

sideration, and measures were taken, | 


which it 1s hoped may prevent the 
charging of unreasonable prices for 
ne sary articles. 

“The sessic was marked by the 
passage of an unprecedented number 
of domestic bills, dealing with recon- 
wiruction in ali its aspects.

The agreement between the Al- 
berta Coal Operators’ Association 
and the United Mine Workers of 


America adds 14 per cent. to 
the wages of the men: Nothing 
is said as to an increase in 
the price of coal to the consum- 
er, but no doubt that will follow. 
Even so, it will be better for the 
consumers and the country gener- 
ally to pay the additional amount 
than to suffer the horrors of a coal 
strike in mid-winter, But what of 
the future? 

[t may be that on the one hand 
there was no danger of a coal 
strike, and on the other that a 
strike may occur anyway. The 
agreement with the United Mine 
Workers not only gives the 14 per 
cent. increase, but it absolutely 
unionizes the mines in the U.M.W. 
A. The dues from miners to the 
unions are collected by the opera- 
tors and forwarded direct to the 
central organization, instead of 
being collected by the local unions 
from the miners before being for- 
warded to the central organiza- 
tion. The new arrangement gives 
the U.M.W.A. a lead pipe cinch on 
the funds. To make it more binding 
the arrangement takes effect at 
any mine as soon as the U.M.W.A- 
says it shall; and no miner who 
does not then agree to it may be 
employed by the operators, What- 
ever may be the real reason for 
this arrangement the ostensible 
reason is that it will cut out the 
O.B.U. organization. 


But if the O.B.U. is so strong 
amongst the miners that the opera- 
tors find it necessary to place 
themselves completely in the 
hands of the U.M.W.A. as they do 
by the agreement it becomes obvi- 
ous that in proportion as the 
0.B.U. is strong the U.M.W-A: is 
weak and may not have the power 
to successfully exercise the author- 
ity with which the agreement vests 
it. 

Men who are susceptible to 
OB-U. propaganda are not of 
tractable disposition, and it is just 
possible that the attempt to com- 
pel their submission to the U. M. 
W.A, may result in the very thing 
that the agreement is expected to 
avert. Under the agreement with 
the U.M.W.A-, the O.B.U: man 
or the man who does not belong 
to any organization must either 
join the U-M.W-A. or quit 
work. If the 0.B.U- men form 
a large proportion of the miners, 
as they evidently do or the agree- 
ment would not have been made— 
and if they hold out as such—they 
are locked out, The difference be- 
tween a lock-out and a strike is 
negligible so far as coal produc- 
tion is concerned. And coal pro- 
duction was what the conference 
was held to secure. 

If the result of the agreement is 
that the O.B-U: is suecessfully 
eliminated, the United Mine Work- 
ers will have a strangle hold on 
the coal mines of Alberta. This is 
the organization that staged the 
recent great coal strike in the 
United States, with the demand) 
for a 6-hour day, a 5-day week 
and a 60 per cent, advance in 
wages. What they have done in the 
United States they may a little 
later do in Canada. We may have 
avoided a strike this winter by 
means that will induce that or 
worse next winter The difference 
between the U-M.W.A, and the O. 
B.U: in the coal mines does not 
seem to be so great as to warrant 
the government of Canada stand- 
ing sponsor for the collection of 
money from miners in Canada to, 


the United States: Especially to an 
organization that so recently show- 
ed itself to be utterly regardless 
of the rights, welfare and safety | 
of the people at large.

For December 17, 1919, “The Nautical 
Almanac” (the most approved ephemeris) 
gives the positions of the jplanets as fol- 
lows: 

Mercury, right ascension 242 degrees. 
declination 18 degrees south, Venus 
right ascension, 218 degrees, declination 12 
degrees south. Mars, right ascension 189 
degrees, declination 2 degrees south. Jupi- 
ter, right avcenelon 141 degrees, declina- 
tion 16 degrees north. 
cension 164 degrees, declination 9 de- 
grees north, Uranus, ris@it ascension 331 
degrees, declination 13 degrees south, and 
Neptune, right ascension 134 degrees, de- 
clination 17 degrees north. 

It appears from the above co-ordinates 
that on the day in question, in regard to 
the celestial equator, Neptune was in 
right ascension 134 degrees, Jupiter in 
341, Saturn In 164, Mars in 189, Venus in 
218, Mercury fn 242 and Uranus in 331. 
These degrees are jthose of the circle of 
the equator, Hence Neptune's angular 
distance from Jupiter was 7 degrees; Jnup- 
{ter's from Saturn 2% degrees; Saturn's 
from Mars 25 degrees; Mar’s from Venus 
29 degrees; Venus’ from Mercury 24 de- 
grees; Mercury's from Uranus 89 degrees: 
and Uranus’ from Neptune 1 degrees. 

It appears therefore, that “six mighty 
planeta” were not in line. Such a state- 
ment is demonstrated to be altogether un- 
warranted and fantastie, There was not 
one conjunction on the day in question: 
not even a conjunction of the moon with 
the sun ,or with a planet, took place. 

From the astronomical point of view 
nothing would result from the configur- 
ations here given, which are nothing out 
of *e way at all, 

Pante-stricken predictions of the world's 
approaching dissolution have heen so 
common in the past as to be viewed with 
complete equanimity by the well-informed. 
At the close of the tenth century ai ru- 
mor was jcurrent, Athroughont Furope, 
that the year 1000, which completed

tenth century from he birth of Chriat, 
would be the end of things, and bring 
about the Day of Judgment. Men's 


minds were agitated for many years but 
A. D. 1000 passed away without the pre- 
diction bejng fulfilled For 1825, the 
then celebrated astrologer, Stoeffiler pre- 
dicted the end of the world, but his pre- 
diction being falsified, he committed ant- 
cide in despair. On much more actentifie 
grounds the approaching end of the world

It so 
happened that a comet was due to pars its 
node, (or in other words, to cross the 
earth's orbit) abont the tlme the earth 
would certainly be in close contiguity, It 
Was anticipated that flery gases might 
suffocate large numbers of the human 
race, The grest ustronomer, Talon le.

New Scoring System and New 


Foot Fault Rule Suggested 
by Committee 


For three months the Rules Com- | 


mittee of the U.S. Lawn Tennis associ- 
ation has been deliberating, and 
wherever tennis is played there wl 
be. interest in the finding of the men 
who stand out as experts in the game. 
They are 8, Wallis Merrihew, Edward 
Cc. Conlin, Beals .C Wright, Abraham 
Bassford, Jr.;.Watson M, Washburn, 
Samuel Hardly and KR. Norris Williams, 

The cominittee has swept aside the 
jold foot fault rule with its numerous 
interpretations and proposes the fol- 
lowing: “Before commencing to serve 
the server shall stand with ‘both feet 
at revt behind, i. e., further froun the 
net than the base line, and within the 
| limits of the centre mark and the side 
line. Both feet shall be kept behind 
the base line until the racquet strikes

COMMERCE BD. 
TELLS OF WORK 
IT 15 DOING 


If Charges of Hoarding Laid and 
Established, It Will Prose- 
cute, Says Report 


Toronto, Dec, 23.—A review of its 


work has been issued by the board 
of commerce, describing the work 
done jn investigation of the prices n 
connection with the administration 
of the combined and fair price law, 
and giving an outline of its policy. 
After stating ;hat the board's jurisdic. 
tion as to profits is over food, fuel 
and clothing, the report says that 
while the public has become aware 
of work done through public hear- 
ings, it has not heard anything of the 
far greater number of investigations, 
conducted by questionaires. At Ot- 
tawa the board has established in- 
vestigation machinery which keeps it 
continually acquainted with manufac- 
turing and production costs of com- 
modities within its jurisdiction. In 
the matter of unreasonable accumu- 
lation of necessaries over which the 
board’s authority extends, it admits 
that a certain amount of storage is 
absolutely necessary. But where this 
is taken advantage of to enhance 
prices the board may att to release 
and place on the market the food- 
stuffs so Unreasonab'y hoarded. 

“If ch..ges of hoarding are laid 
and estab]. shed before the board, or 
if the board itself becomes other- 
wise aware of the commission of this 
offence, offenders may look for relent- 
less imposition of the appropriate 
penaities,”” says the report 

The board's investigations, the re- 
port declares, have not been confined 
to any One clasy of trade or industry, 
but have'’extended to manufacturers, 
wholesalers, jobbers, retailers and to 
farmers 

“The 


board, indeed, has found 
among retailers genera ly a whole- 
some desire to avoid even the appear- 
ance of overcharging.”
